RESOLUTION 

Tariffs 

New Delhi, the 9th August 1947 
No. 218-T/B(2)/4T. — In their Resolution in the De- 
partment of Commerce No 218-T(66)/45, dated the 13th 
July 1946 the Government of India referred to the Tariff 
Board a claim to protection received from the ©ottto*'. 
textile machinery industry. The terms of reference to 
the Tariff Board are contained in paragraph 5 of Oom- 
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memo Department Resolution No. 218-T(55)/45 dated 
the 3rd Noveinbei 1945 

'j. Tho .Board, having cotib.dered this claim, have sub- 
mittud an uiteiuu icpoic to uovernment with the follow- 
ing recommendations — 

(I) “It js not possible to make any reasonable esti- 
mate of coats based on the very small volume oi 
production so tar achieved in the eouutiy. The 
application for protection is therefore premature 
and the enqu ry should be postponed and taken 
up again early in 1948. 

(II) It is recommended that in the Accounts relating 
to the Sea-borne Trade and Navigation of Bn- 
tish Ind a spinning and weaving mm hmery 
should be sub-divided as follows: — 

Spinning Machinery 
(a) blow room machinery, 

(b) cards, 

(c) speed frames (including drawing), 

(d) spinning frames, 

(e) doubling frames. 

Weaving Machinery 

(a) winding machines, 

(b) warping machines, 

(oi looms , 1 ' 

3. As regards recommendation (I) the Government of 
India have decided to authorise the Tariff Board to hold 
a fresh enqu'rv in the year 1948 after the cotton textile 
machinery industry has attained n sufficient volume of 


pioduction which would enable the Board to estimate 
costs of production. 

4 Government uocept recommendation (II) and neoes- 
saiy steps will be taken to give effect to it.

Calcutta, the Canadian Trade Commissioner in Tndia fhr

tions.
